Naval Cost 
36 Millions 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—(INS— 
Proclaiming a rigid economy policy 
for the navy, the house appropria- 
tions committee today reported the 
1932 supply bill for the navy after 
cutting it $36,310,691 under that of 

t year. 

The program calls not only for 
the laying up of vessels and reduced 
operation of the fleet, but cuts the 
navy’s enlisted strength from 84,- 
500 to 79,700 men and the marine 
corps from 18,000 to 17,500 men. 

The bill carries a total of $344,- 
342,952 as compared with $380,- 
653,643 last year. 

Ratification of the London Naval 
Treaty caused economies, Secretary 
Adams said. 

Savings will be affected by re- 
ducing operations of the fleet, lay- 
ing up 46 ships during 1932, cut- 
ting of enlisted strength, and carry 
over of funds for new construction. 

The bill provides $28,550,000 for 
new equipment, which will permit 
work on ten cruisers, one airplane 
carrier and three submarines. 

Under the “increase of the navy” 
program three new 10,000 ton cruis- 
ers will be laid down next year 
and funds for other cruisers are for 
continuation of work already under 
way.

HORSES BURNED 
MILLION LOSS 


Four Men and Fifty- 
four Animals Per- 
ish in West 


OAKLAND, Calif., Feb. 9—(INS) 
—Four men and 54 of the nation's 
most famous thoroughbred horses 
perished early today in a fire 
which blotted out the Oakland 
National Horse show stables. 

Two other stablemen are miss- 
ing. 

Scores of firemen, policemen and 
stable helpers were injured in 
fighting the blaze that swirled 
through the 12 wooden stables at 
the rear of the municipal auditor- 
ium. 


Estimates of the loss ranged from 
$400,000 by Fire Chief Wm. C. 
Lutkey to well over $1,000,000 by 
connoiseurs of thoroughbred 
horses. 

John 8S. Killam, an official of 
the show, announced the entire 
loss was covered by insurance, al- 
though to horsemen the thorough- 
breds which perished in the fire 
never can be replaced by money. 

Among the heavy losers were the 
Carnation Farm stables, Pomona, 
15 horses, and Ben R. Meyer, Bev- 
erly Hills, eight horses. 

The fire was discovered by a 
watchman, but the flames spread 
so rapidly that it was impossible 
to save the plunging and mad- 
dened horses, that screamed in 
agony and fright as the flames 
enveloped them. 

12 Sleeping in Stables 

One of the men who lost his 
life in the fire is thought to have 
been Michael McCarthy, 55, who 
attempted to rescue the $35,000 
prize mare, Carnation Lavendula, 
of the Carnation farm stables of 
Pomona, Calif. Beside her was a 
burned body, charred beyond rec- 
ognition. —. 
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stables, and several 5 
rushed into the burning barns in 
an attempt to save valuable horses 
failed to appear later. 

Some of the maddened horses 
kicked their way through the burn- 
ing walls. They were shot by 
officers to put them out of their 
misery. 

Zero Hour, one of the prize 
horses, kicked its way to safety but 
broke its leg after being liberated 
and had to be shot. 

Another famous horse, Carna- 
tion Chief, the beautiful five-gaited 
stallion owned by Mrs. Paul O’Neill 
of Woodland, Calif. was also 
burned to death. Carnation Chief 
was one of the big prize winners 
at the show. 

The outstanding show horse of 
the nation, Chief of Longview, was 
one of the few horses saved. 

Fire department officials today 
asserted the fire was of incendiary 
origin.

‘from his remarks taken in their 
entirety’ you understood that the 
club was composed of responsible 
members of the community inter- 
ested in public questions, and that 
your statements were to be confined 
to the limits of the four walls. 
Broke Confidence 

“It has also just been brought to 
the attention of the navy depart- 
ment that the membership of the 
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approval of thé conduct’of any of- 
ficer of the naval establishnient in 
muking remarks which tend to em- 
barrass the international relations 
of the government. Such action on 
the part of an officer of your rank 
and length of service merits and re- 
ceives the unqualified condemna- 
tion of the navy department and 
for your utterance, which you ad- 
mit, you are hereby reprimanded.

Senator Nye (R) of North Da- 
kota, chairman of the senate cam- 
paign funds investigating com- 
mittee, said subpoenas have been 
issued ordering the officials of three 
banks to testify on Wednesday 
concerning financial transactions 
of the bishop relating to his handl- 
ing of $65,000 which he received for 
political purposes during the anti- 
Smith campaign of 1928 from E. 
C. Jameson of New York. 

Where the money has gone, how 
it went and why, will be asked by 
the committee, Nye said. Last 
spring Cannon refused to tell 
Senator Caraway (D) of Arkansas, 
chairman of the senate lobby in- 
vestigating committee, what had 
become of the $65,300. ‘ 

In the meantime, there has been 
considerable speculation on _ the 
part of political and church lead- 
ers as to just what bishop Wm. 
N. Ainsworth, of Birmingham pre- 
cisely meant when he issued his 
brief statement that “no trial is 
necessary” after the conclusion of 
the hearings on Saturday night. No 
further explanation has been forth- 
coming.

The abrupt abandonment of the court martial proceed- 
ings against Brigadier General Smedley D. Butler is caus- 
ing wide speculation in official circles. If what Butler said 
of Premier Mussolini, that the Italian premier was a “hit 
and run” driver, was untrue, the incident should not be 
overlooked.

What Price Transportation 

Most folks consider their cars a source of expense but Miss 
Grace Weeks, welfare worker, manages to carry efficiency 
into her job with Muscatine county and derive a neat little 
income while doing it. 

She receives from the county the tidy little sum of $37.50 
a month, or $450 a year, for the use of her car. The item is 
listed as “mileage” on the county auditor’s books. But there 


are items which make it appear that this “mileage” does not 
include trips to Glenwood. Three claims were made by Miss 
Weeks during 19380 totaling $201.45, almost half as much as 
her entire yearly allowance, for these Glenwood trips which 
are in addition to the allowance. They follow: 
Claim No. 1054 

Claim Ne. 1054 was filed by Miss Weeks against the coun- 
ty on May 6, 1930. She claimed $68.50 for transporting one 
Shirley Kirk to Glenwood.

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Drastic Action Proposed In Chicago 

The Chicago police department is so honeycombed with 
graft and corruption that the city’s crime commission de- 
clares it may be necessary to make a clean sweep by discharg- 
ing every police officer and starting again with an entirely 
new personnel. The recommendation follows closely that of 
the grand jury in which complaint was made regarding the 
inability of the jury to secure direct evidence of wrong doing. 
The citizens committee, which has been loud in its condem- 
nation of graft, could not furnish & single witness who would 
substantiate the charges. 

Therein lies the evil of the present reign of gangdom in 
most of our large citizens. The profits from the illicit 
liquor traffic are so enormous, the “boodle bag” is so exten- 
sive, that the big bootleggers are able to buy protection with 
impunity, and where this fails the fear of reprisals closes the 
mouths of those who could give evidence. . 

Conditions have become so bad that they are throttling 
our entire system of criminal procedure. The orderly pro- 
cesses of law are being successfully defied by anybody who 
has sufficient funds to finance wholesale corruption. De- 
spite the efforts of well-intentioned citizens who have spent

“DIPHTHERIA” 

An acute infectious disease due 
to a micro-organism known as 
Kelbs-Loefler bacillus, character- 
ized by a local fibrinous exudate 
usually upon the mucous mem- 
brane of the throat, with a mod- 
erate fever, glandular enlarge- 
ments and great  prostration. 
Diphtheria is a highly contagious 


disease and is readily transmitted! emanates 
from person to person. The bacil-; case of diphtheria. 








lus may be (1) discharges of a} 


diphtheria patient, (2) from secre- 
tions from nose and throat of con- 
valescence cases, in which the vir- 
ulent bacilli persists, (3) from the 
throats of healthy individuals who 
have acquired bacillus from being 
in contact with others having the 
virulent bacilli on their person and 
clothing. 

This disease is quite a serious 
one for doctors and nurses. There 
seems to be particular danger in 
examining and swabbing out the 
throat; for in the gagging, splut- 
tering and coughing efforts the pa- 
tient may cough up mucus and 
flakes of membrane into the doc- 
tor’s throat. The bacillus at- 
‘attaches itself to fhe bedding, 
clother and.room of the patient 
with great tenacify. ~ 

Very young children are not so 
commonly attacked, the age of 
predilection being usually from 
the second to the fifteenth year. 
The great number of deaths oc- 
cur between two and five years 
of age. Girls are attacked in larger 
number than boys. 

The priod of incubation is 
from two to seven days; oftener 
two, (Tyson). 

According to the location, we 
may speak of the pharyngeal, 
laryngeal, and nasal varieties. 

The symptoms are those of an 
ordinary febrile attack. Slight 
chilliness, fever and aching pains 
in the back and Iimbs, usually 
the temperature rises in the first 
twenty-four hours to 102 to 103 
degrees Farhenheit. There is a2 
slight redness and feeling of sore- 
ness in the throat, generally upon 
on or both tonsils, and on care- 
ful examination the tonsils and 
adjacent portions of the fauces 
are found to be a little swelled. A 
whitish-gray patch of false mem~ 
brane, looking at first like a small 
ulcer in the mucus surface, next 

makes its appearance, and this 
may spread until, by the third day, 
it has covered the tonsils, fauces 
and perhaps the uvula. 

Tf this false membrane is forci- 
bly torn away, as for example, by 
some of the various forceps which 
were first invented for the pur- 
pose, a raw bleeding surface is ex- 
posed, which in a few hours is 
again covered with a new growth 
of the layer of ‘membrane. This 
structure which _ is partly com- 
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posed of an exudantion of lymph 
and partly of a fungcid growth, 
the micro-coccus diphtheriticus, 
quickly. undergoes putrefactive 
changes, together with the outer 
layer of mucuus membrane lying 
immediately beneath it, so there 
is often a superficial ulceration, 
from which an unhealthy dis- 
charge flows, and a putrid odor 
constantly, in severe 


The thickness and density of the 


|felse membrane varies greatly in 


different cases, and in different 
epidemics. Sometimes it is scarce- 
ly thicker than writing paper, and 
has hardly more consistence than 
thick cream. At other fimes, it is 
firm and tough, almost like leath- 
er, and my even attain the thick- 


‘ness of a quarter of an inch. Al- 


though in mild cases and those of 
moderate severity, its color is 
grayish white, in debilitated states 
of the system, and when there is a 
tendency of bleeding from _ the 
throat and other mucous surfaces, 
it may be tinged, probably by the 
altered blood elements of a yellow, 
yellowish-brown, or dark brown 
hue. b 

There may be no local manifes- 
tation of the membrane) but a 
simple catarrhal angina, associated 
sometimes with a coupy cough. 
Sometimes the disease is confined 
to the nasaal passage without any 
constitutional disturbances. 

On the other hand, nasal diph- 
theria is apt to present a most 
malignant type of _ disease, 
high fever, marked glandular 
evolvement’ and great prostration 
by epistoxis and by excorination 
of ‘the lips. 

In the laryngeal type the affec- 
tion begins like an acute laryn- 
gitis with a slight hoarseness and 
rough cough, to which the term 
croupy has been applied. After 
these symptoms have lasted a day 
or two, with varying intensity, the 
child suddenly becomes’ worse, 
usually at night, and there are 
signs of impeded resperation. At 
first the breathing is paroxysmal, 
owing to a spasm of the muscles 
of the glottis. Soon the breathing 
becomes very difficult, especially 
expiration. Due to lack of oxygen 
the color changes, and lips and 
fingers become bluish in color. 
In extreme cases, death is caused 
by the nerve centers being poisoned 
by the carbon dioxide which can- 
not be exhaled. 

In diphtheria the onset is more 
sudden than in scarlet fever, the 
fever higher, the pulse more rapid 
and the tongue presents a straw- 
berry appearence. For the rest. of 
the diseases it is sufficient to state 
that, for the purpose of insuring 
proper sanitary precautions, it is 
advisable to consider all cases of 
sore throat, with fever and prostra- 
tion of strangth,in which patches 
or false membrane, however small, 
appear upon fhe tonsils of fauces, 
as diphtheretic in character. All 
cases should be treated as diph- 
theria until the contrary is proven. 
Every precaution should be taken. 
in regard to isolation from the pub- 
lic and only those in actual at- 
tendance upon the patient should, 
come and go, to and from the pa- 
tient. 

All the precautions in regard to 
free ventilation, disposal and dis- 
infection of discharges, bed or 
bkeay Uren and so forth, should be 
as rigidly observed as in a case of 
emall-pox. 

Treatment 

Local treatment—germicides and 
disinfectants are best applied when 
possible by the spraying apparatus 
at intervals of an hour, or at most 
every two hours. If the spray can- 
not be used, as is often the case 
with children, soft sponge may be 
used. The most satisfactory solu- 
tion for this purpose is equal parts 
of peroxide of hydrogen and Do- 
bell’s solution. 

Ice to be sucked at commence- 
ment and continued constantly un- 
til disease declines. The mouth may 
be cleaned repeatedly by gargling; 
one-fifth of a lemon per glass of 
water.

He liked fried fat pork and ate it. 

Dad ate 
anything and liked it and it liked 
him.

An apple of an 
evening perhaps. Those old lads 
never saw a grapefruit. Ate buck-

People’s Pulpit: 

We take ‘off our hats in honor to 
the man who can and will give us 
what we want when we want it 
through the columns of The Mid- 
West Free Press. Here are a few 
issues worthy of consideration by 
our state and national officers: 

Was there ever a time-when our 
taxation system was being revised 
that it did not result in a greater 
burden on the taxpayers? Why? 
Because of the great army of field 
and office men employed, when the 
local assessors, if competent, and 
boards of review could have made 
adjustments equally well. We served 
in this capacity when personal in- 
spection of all property was made 
and a fair assessment rendered re- 
gardless of party favors. Today the 
taxpayer must report to the asses- 
sor and list his property. “Out of 
sight, unseen.” Just office work and 
this office filled by appointment and 
not by a vote of the taxpayer. 

We learn Iowa people are en- 
thused over the state constabu- 
lary or highway patrol. The wave 
swept over’ Ohio some fifteen years 
ago, drifting west as all other rnove- 
ments of like character do. It inade 
its appearance in our local Grange. 
The chief exccutives of New York 
and Fennsylvania advised us it had 
been tried out at that time in those 
states and they could not see they 
had profited by it. The work at 
that time was taken care of 
through the sheriff’s office at an 
annual expense of some $40,000. In 
some counties not more than an 
average of one arrest a week would 
be reported. Ohio, at that rate, 
would have been burdened with 
three and one-half millions. 

From the treasury department 
we learn all minor violations of the 
prohibition laws must be taken care 
of by the state and local police. 
Forty-two hundred people are em- 
ployed in the prohibition bureau, 
of whom only two thousand are 
available for enforcement work, the 
balance being engaged in office 
work. If the prohibitioh bureau 
were to receive an appropriation of 
fifty million, with 500 men being 
added, we ought to be able to do 
as much in the next ten years to- 
ward enforcement as we have done 
in the past twelve, if the majority 
was still kept in office work. 

It is nearing house cleaning time, 
and those in charge should see to 
it that all our old undesirables who 
are only occupying positions and 
valuable space with no greater serv- 
ice rendered than that of pelieving 
Uncle Sammy of the taxpayers’ 
money, be cast out, bag and bag- 
gage. ? 

And while on the job, frame somé 
laws which will coincide with those 
of Georgia and Florida, where all 
criminals can be put to work, and 
thus relieve the taxpayers of their 
support before this depression 
brings us to where we are headed 
—on the rocks. :

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CLAIMS CITIES 
SHOULD MANAGE 
OWN AIRPORTS 


Public Ownership Is 
Urged by Western . 
Official

LOS ANGELES, Calif—(INS)— 
Airvorts of the nation should be 
publicly owned and operated. 

This was the ovinion exnressed 
by Colonel Richard B. RBarnitz 
director of airports for Los An- 
geles, in a ‘recent report to the 
Dénartment of Commerce Division 
of Aeronautics. 

Colonel Barnitz believes airport 
development and onveration should 
be municinally controlled “because 
the purpose of the airfields is to 
serve the public.” 

A revort of the Devartment of 
Commerce Division of Aeronautics 
for 1930. reveoled that commer- 
cially owned airnorts exceeded bv 
only 40 ner cent those conducted 
municinally, he said. 

In his renort to the Aeronautics 
Division, Colonel Barnitz. comnar- 
oe seats with other public untili- 

es,

velopment is a municinal under- 
taking,” he said. “Only through 
public ownershin and  overation 
can the vermanence of airnort de- 
velopment be assured. Airports 
are to aircraft what docks and 
harbors are to ships; richt-of-way 
and terminals ate to trains, what 
streets ond hivthwavs are to motor 
cars. These modes of transyorta- 
tion would be seriously hamvered 
if they were not assured of the ver- 
manence of their facilities on which 
pone depend for operation,” Barnitz 
said. 

His report stated further that 
airports of the future will be con- 
ducted under rigid rules. Stunt 
flying now is a thing of the past 
he said. More and more airport 
officials are stressine the necessity 
that extreme precautions be taken 
by their pilots in order to insure 
the largest margin of safety for 
their passenzers. 

“The modern airport adminis- 
trator is as averse to sturit flying 
as a marine harbor 
would be to put stunt navigation,” 
Barnitz stated. “Airports can at- 
tract large crowds by staging stunt 
programs. People like to see how 
near a pilot can come to killing 
himself. But it is the worst pos- 
sible advertisement for the further- 
ing of aviation,” he said. 

The Los Angeles airport of which 
Colonel Barnitz is chief executive 
is an example of a well-managed 
and safely conducted airport. It 
is municipally controlled and con- 
sidered one of the finest in the 
nation, being situated in ideal 
metereological conditions which in- 
sure safety during landings and 
take-offs.

POULTRY, DAIRY 
PRODUCTS LEAD 
DROP IN VALUE 


Advance in Vegetable 
Market Fails to 
Offset Slump 


DASHINGTON, D. C. Feb. 9 — 
(Special)—. Sustaining compara- 
tively large declines in the poultry 
and dairy industries, the general 
farm price index declined three 
points further from Dec. 15, 1930 to 
Jan. 15, 1931, according to a state- 
ment by the department of Agri- 
culture just issued, and the index 
is now at its lowest level since Jan- 
uary, 1912. The statement follows 
in full text: 

The index of the general level of 
prices paid,to producers for farm 
products declined three points from 
Dec. 15, 1930, to Jan. 15, 1931. At 
94 per cent of the ‘prewar level the 
index'on Jan. 15 was 40 points low- 
er than a year ago, and at the 
lowest level since January, 1912, ac- 
cording to the bureau of agricul- 
tural economics. 

Small advances in farm prices of 
potatoes, apples, cattle, calves, 
sheep, lambs, horses, and chickens 
failed to offset sharp declines in 
prices of dairy and poultry prod- 
ucts and the continued slump in 
prices of grains and cotton from 
Dec. 15, to Jan. 15. 

Various Indexes 

The Jan. 15.group index of farm 
prices of poultry and poultry prod< 
ucts was down 17 points from a 
month earlier; prices of dairy 
products were down 10 points; 
grain prices, three points; and cot- 
ton and cottonseed, one point. The 
indexes for meat animals, fruit, 
and vegetables showed no change 
in the month. 

Declines in the aJn. 15 group in- 
dexes of farm prices as compared 
with a year ago were as follows: 
Poultry and poultry products 68 
points; fruit and vegetables, 59 
points; cotton and cottonseed, 56 
points; grains, 41 points; meat ani- 
mals 34 points; and dairy products, 
28 pointst. 

Larger market supplies of live 
hogs, an increase in storage hold- 
ings of pork and lard, and a con- 
tinued light export movement of 
pork products resulted in a further 
decline in the farm price of hogs. 
At $7.25 per hundredweight on 
Jan. 15, the farm price was ap- 
proximately 2.5 per’ cent lower 
than a month earlier and 18 per 
cent less than a year ago. | 

Hog prices declined relatively 
less than corn prices from Dec. 15 
to Jan. 15. In consequence, the 
corn-hog ratio for the United 
States advanced from 11.5 to 11.8 
during this period, while the ratio 
for the North Central States rose: 
from 12.4 to 12.8. 

Average Beef Price 

The United States average farm 
price of beef cattle was poe 
at ‘$6.41 per hundredweight on Jah. 
15, or about 1 per cent higher than 
on Dec. 15 and 26 per cent lower 
than a year ago. The slight in- 
crease in the average price paid 
to producers since mid-December 
was accompanied by a marked cur- 
tailment in market supplies. 

Continued heavy butter produc- 
tion, comparatively large storage 
holdings, and a low level of demand 
resulted in a sharp decline in the 
farm prices of butter and butter- 
fat from Dec. 15 to Jan. 15. Butter- 
fat prices dropped from 30.6 to 26.2 |
